Prevalence  of  and  control  over  Infectious  &  other  Diseases. 

The  only  infectious  disease  on  any  scale  was  Scarlet  Fever.  There 
were  27  such  cases  v.-ith  one  death.  19  were  removed  to  Blandford 
Isolation  Hospital.  As  soon  as  a.  case  was  reported  the  Patient 
was  removed  to  Blandford  and  the  house  etc.  disinfected. 

Cases  returning  from  Blandford  were  inspected  and  susceptible 
members  of  the  family  isolated  for  10  to  14  days.
